At the Pries factory, west of Con- 


nersville, A. Fries yesterday uncov- 
ered another of many evidences of 
a prehistoric life thereabout—a re- 
lic or an old past which impressed 
him strongly. He was scraping up 
clay with 
a horse-drawn 
scraper, 


when the big scoop turned over and 
broke off a bone. 
It was no -little 


whippet of osseous tissue, but 
a 


giant, five feet long and seven inch- 
es through. So gone to pieces with 
age was it that the hit of the scraper 
cut through it as it 
would cut 


through punk, and though Mr. Fries 
3ng up the whole object, he had not 
more than time to observe its length 
and diameter when it fell into frag- 
ments, u,uder the action of the air. 


This is not the first 
significant 


find which Mr. Fries or his men have 
made in the low swale, west of the 
tile works, where they pit their clay. 
They have found other huge bones, 
in 11 radius of twenty yards. 
They^ 


have found 
teeth, some 
of them 


longer than the teeth of a farm har- 
row. 
The teeth 
are sounder than 


the other bones. 


These relics undoubtedly belong- 


ed to some huge creature which was 
one of it specie 
that 
lived among 


the swamps and forests of this re- 
gion at a time so remote that hu- 
man history does not furnish a rule 
to measure it with.. Just what 
the 


monster 
was tlve naturalists 
pro- 


bably preceive. but 
hereabout 
the 


matter is by no means clear. It is 
the geological evidence that, in 
the 


vicinity of the Fries plant;"there was 
even within the recollection of men. 
a pretty large lake, black with wil'd 
fowl and teeming with acquatic life. 
Rut that this lake had anything to 
do with the monster -\yhose bones are 
being exhumed 
is not to be 
sup- 


posed. It. more probably, was one 
of a race of mammoth quadrupeds, 
caught, ages before, when the gla- 
ciers, like gigantic jackplancs, came 
scooting this way and played such 
havoc with the warm-weather tilings 
which lived here. 


He was a hedraggled..weak rook- 


ing-man, .with shjny -elbows and 
shiny nether clothes, and he 
herding a flock of chlUiren to ,the 
steps^of a trolley car with a "shoo- 
ing-motion such as'a mother'ehiek- 
eu uses in , corraling her chicks.

personality? Can a town be brave? 
The French Government 
has ans- 


wered these questions in the affirm- 
ative. 


France has 
rewarded a number 


of towns and cities for their bra- 
very during the present and former 
wars. 
Paris, itself, has 
recently 


been granted 
the Croix de Guerre. 


Now the town of Bitche, out in Al- 
sace-Lorraine, has 
been added to 


the list of the brave by being cited 
for the Cross of the Legion of Hon- 
or. the present reward being made 
for the town's service nearly fifty 
years ago before it was torn away 
from France. 


The first recognition of the bra- 


very of cities was recorded in 1815 
when Napoleon, during the hundred 
days, issued 
a decree 
authorizing 


the 
cities 
of 
Chalons-sur-Soane, 


Tournus and St. Jean-de-Losne to 
place the Eagle , of the Legion 
of 


Honor on the coat-of-arms of 
the 


three communities for their brave 
conduct 
during 
the campaigns of 


1814. 
. 


l"n til 1864 no more cities 
were 


accorded war honors. Then in that 
year Koanne was decorated. After 
1870 the list became longer and in- 
cluded 
successively 
Chateaudun, 


Belfort, Ranibervillers, St. Quentin, 
Dijon, Paris, Bazellies, Lille, Val- 
lenciennes, 
Landreche, 
St. Dizier 


and Peronne. In 1916 the historic 
city of Verdun was added to the list 
of Legion of Honor recipients. 


Bitche, the latest recipient, has 


for fifty years been under German 
domination. The sacrifice and bra- 
very of the town in the dark days 
of the Prussian invasion of 187Q 
won the coveted honor.

Press to give the first details of the 
living and -working accommodations 
on the aircraft 
as seen through a

In spite of what may appear to be 


hardships and discomforts, perils 
and privations 
there were none of 


the thirty members of the crew who 
failed to express the same admira- 
tion for her that is felt by those who 
have become accustomed to travel 
on certain steamships.

er cramped and the conditions -under, 
which we live are 
unusual,'7 said 


Lieut. R. D. Durrant. the radio op- 
erator, ""but it is a splendid thing 
to feel that 
one is part of a new

iire located beside the narrow walk 
and are held by clutches like ice 
tougs, which can be quickly opened 
to drop the tanks overboard if nec- 
essary. 


On either side of the narrow walk 


are hung fine-spun hammocks strung 
from cross bars of 
the 
aluminum 


frame. 
If one of the air-gobs 
or. 


officers should become restless 
in 


sleep and roll out, lie 
would 
fall 


through teh fabric which encases the 
frame, and make a swift descent to 
land or sea. Tied to each hammock 


a deflated rubber life 
preserver 


and a silken parachute. In case of 
a great emergency, as fire, or immi- 
nent destruction through other caus- 
es, the life belt is inflated and the 
parachute hooked to a ring in a rope 
belt always worn.

The only light in the living quar- 


ters is that which 'filters through the 
green-painted linen, an .uncanny and 
continual gloom or dusk. At night 
hand electric lights are used 
and 


when the watches are changed, ev- 
ery four hours, these lights are used 
to1 signal the approach of one of the 
crew along the walk should another 
member be coming from the opposite 
direction.

Here there 
are six hinged tables and a tiny 
washstand, also three tanks or dis- 
tilled drinking water, each contain- 
ing seventy gallons.

eat their prepared and previously 
cooked food, ihuffet style. There are 
no chairs on the ship. Boasts, stews 
and potatoes, a 'limited variety of 
vegetables, coffee or cocoa comprise 
the meals.

The af-« 
ter gondoal has two engines and one 
propeller. 


When the R-34 silently nosed her 


way on to the field at llineola, there 
were comparatively few to receive 
her, the landing crew having been 
rushed 100 miles away to where it 
was believed she would be forced to 
land. She hovered around, however, 
with an almost human appearance of 
hesitancy, as though she were look- 
ing for a comfortable place to lie 
down. Finally, after circ'ling a few
